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But  if  the  natural  increase  of  population,  when  un- 
checked by  the  difficulty  of  procuring  the  means  of  sub- 
sistence or  other  peculiar  causes,  be  such  as  to  continue 
doubling  its  numbers  in  twenty-five  years,  and  if  the 
greatest  increase  of  food  which,  for  a  continuance,  could 
possibly  take  place  on  a  limited  territory  like  our  earth 
in  its  present  state,  be  at  the  most  only  such  as  would 
add  every  twenty-five  years  an  amount  equal  to  its  present 
produce  then  it  is  quite  clear  that  a  powerful  check  on 
the  increase  of  population  must  be  almost  constantly  in 
action. 

By  the  laws  of  nature  man  cannot  live  without  food. 
Whatever  may  be  the  rate  at  which  population  would 
increase  if  unchecked,  it  never  can  actually  increase  in  any 
country  beyond  the  food  necessary  to  support  it  But  by 
the  laws  of  nature  in  respect  to  the  powers  of  a  limited 
territory,  the  additions  which  can  be  made  in  equal  periods 
to  the  food  which  it  produces  must,  after  a  short  time, 
either  be  constantly  decreasing,  which  is  what  would 
really  take  place  or,  at  the  very  most,  must  remain  sta- 
tionary so  as  to  increase  the  means  of  subsistence  only  in 
an  arithmetical  progression.  Consequently,  it  follows 
necessarily  that  the  average  rate  of  the  actual  increase  of 
population  over  the  greatest  part  of  the  globe,  obeying 
the  same  laws  as  the  increase  of  food,  must  be  totally  of 
a  different  character  from  the  rate  at  which  it  would 
increase  if  unchecked. 

The  great  question,  then,  which  remains  to  be  con- 
sidered, is  the  manner  in  which  this  constant  and  necessary 
check  upon  population  practically  operates. 

If  the  soil  of  any  extensive  well-peopled  country  were 
equally  divided  amongst  its  inhabitants,  the  check  would 
assume  its  most  obvious  and  simple  form.  Perhaps  each 
farm  in  the  well-peopled  countries  of  Europe  might  allow 
of  one,  or  even  two  doublings,  without  much  distress,  but 
the  absolute  impossibility  of  going  on  at  the  same  rate  is 
too  glaring  to  escape  the  most  careless  thinker.  When,  by 
extraordinary  efforts,  provision  had  been  made  for  four 
times  the  number  of  persons  which  the  land  can  support 
at  present,  what  possible  hope  could  there  be  of  doubling 
the  provision  in  the  next  twenty-five  years? 


Last  December  we  reprinted  an  article  by  Dr.  Paul  Ehrlich,  population  biologist 
at  Stanford  University.  In  his  article  he  saw  little  hope  for  humanity  avoiding  wide- 
spread famine  in  the  next  few  decades  because  of  its  inability  to  limit  its  popula- 
tion. This  month's  Folio  is  a  response  to  that  article,  planned  and  organized  by  Jon 
Dieges  with  the  help  of  his  University  of  California  experimental  class,  Design  of 
Alternative  Futures  (Environmental  Design  100X). 

The  interdisciplinary  class  is  based  on  the  work  and  philosophy  of  several  world 
planners,  such  as  R.  Buckminster  Fuller,  who  recently  spoke  for  KPFA  in  Berkeley. 
Like  Fuller,  the  university  students  acknowledge  the  need  to  limit  population  dras- 
tically. However,  they  go  on  to  design  many  ways  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  our 
technology  so  rapidly  and  dramatically,  that  much  of  the  famine  Ehrlich  predicts 
can  be  avoided,  even  if  just  in  the  nick  of  time.

The  cover  depicts  three  ecologically  "closed'  life-support  systems-the  planet 
Earth,  the  human  fetus,  and  the  Gemini  space  capsule.  Their  juxtaposition  is  in- 
tended to  convey  the  scale  and  degree  of  anticipation  needed  in  our  planning- 
that  we  need  to  plan  for  the  entire^planet  Earth  and  for  periods  as  much  as  thirty  to 
fifty  years  in  the  future.  We  need  to  account  for  the  needs  of  all  humanity  as  accur- 
ately as  we  account  for  those  of  the  few  astronauts  who  leave  the  protective  womb- 
like biosphere  of  the  Earth.  Such  global  planning  is  especially  urgent  now.  Soon 
we  will  reach  the  upper  limit  of  population  that  the  Earth's  resources  can  support. 
When  we  reach  that  limit  we  will  have  to  settle  down  to  the  'steady-state''  main- 
tenance of  the  Earth  as  a  delicately  balanced  eco-system  to  support  the  longest 
possible  survival  of  Life. 

The  population  curve  in  the  picture  at  left  and  in  the  circular  diagram  below 
represents  the  current  explosion  and  eventual  stabilization,  whether  by  famine, 
war,  or  careful  planning.  The  circular  diagram  shows  how  to  assemble  the  ten 
triangular  panels  appearing  throughout  the  Folio  with  the  circle  in  the  center  of 
the  Folio.  The  panels  in  the  first  and  second  half  of  the  Folio  concern,  respective- 
ly, "population''  and  "resources,"  which  have  to  be  brought  into  balance,  as  in- 
dicated by  the  centerfold  spread.  The  total  assembly  of  the  panels  into  the  circle 
enclosing  the  "S-curve"  of  population  bears  a  coincidental  resemblance  to  the 


The  panels  reveal  advances  in  com- 
munications, computers,  the  low  cost  of 
nuclear  energy  which  Ehrlich  fails  to 
stress,  and  the  possibility  of  rapid  world 
urbanization  and  industrialization, 
which  in  turn  lead  to  higher  levels  of 
education,  democracy,  and  the  ten- 
dency in  developed  countries  toward 
mucher  smaller  families.  However,  such 
urbanization  does  not  necessarily  mean 
crowding  everyone  into  high  density 
cities,  but  also  extending  the  most  ad- 
vanced technology  to  all  inhabitants  of 
the  planet  so  that,  even  if  thinly  settled, 
they  can  still  receive  all  the  advantages 
of  the  city,  without  its  disadvantages. 

Doing  the  Folio  graphics  has  been 
one  of  several  projects  in  the  student- 
initiated  course  sponsored  by  the  Board 
of  Educational  Development  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  Berkeley.  Other 
projects  include  coordinating  environ- 
mental design  courses  in  the  Berkeley 
School  District,  designing  housing  for 
Calcutta,  India,  Lima,  Peru,  and  Los  An- 
geles, using  such  advanced  technology 
as  polyurethene  foam,  designing  pre- 
school learning  environments,  building 
a  hydroponics  greenhouse,  studying 
tropical  agriculture  as  a  solution  to 
world  hunger,  and  proposing  programs 
of  self-directed  research  in  higher  edu- 
cation, of  which  the  course  itself  is  an 
example.  Among  the  students  in  Envi- 
ronmental Design  100X  who  worked  on 
the  Folio  are  Rodney  Hill,  who  did  the 
line  drawings,  Bruce  Chisholm,  who  did 
the  puzzle  and  panel  outline  and  titles, 
Greg  Peak  who  photographed  the 
slums  ("barriadas")  in  Lima,  and  Mike 
Waters,  who  helped  with  paste-up.  Jon 
Dieges  wrote  the  captions  for  the  ten 
panels.

THE  MODERNIZATION  OF  AGRICULTURE 

Any  attempt  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
agriculture  and  of  technology  in  general, 
without  an  accompanying  program  to  limit 
population,  will  merely  postpone  a  "Mal- 
thusian"  catastrophy.  By  the  time  you  em- 
ploy a  tractor  to  replace  the  plow,  your 
numbers  have  already  increased  to  the 
point  where  the  tractor  becomes  a  neces- 
sity just  to  maintain  the  standard  of  living 
you  had  before.

THE  UNIVERSAL  CREDIT  CARD 

John  McHale,  Director  of  the  World  Re- 
sources Inventory,  has  said  that  our  birth 
certificate  will  be  our  credit  card  of  the 
future.  That  is,  we  will  be  generating 
enough  wealth  to  give  everyone  an  ade- 
quate standard  of  living. 

Despite  warnings  of  "Big  Brotherism" 
and  genetic  control,  this  concept  could  be 
extended  in  several  ways.  A  frequency 
could  be  assigned  to  each  human  being 
according  to  his  or  her  genetic  code.  Per- 
sons could  call  each  other  from  anywhere 
in  the  world  via  communications  satellites 
by  dialing  each  other's  frequencies. 

The  same  frequency  could  double  as 
your  social  security,  telephone,  passport, 
and  car  license  numbers.  Undoubtedly, 
there  will  have  to  be  a  system  of  monitoring 
deaths  and  authorizing  births  if  we  are  to 
maintain  a  stable  population,  so  the  birth 
certificate-credit  card  will  have  to  be  re- 
lated to  the  owner  himself  conceiving 
children.

THE  AUTONOMOUS  DWELLING  UNIT 

Because  of  space  research  into  closed 
ecology "  living,  it  will  be  possible  to  ad- 
vance the  mechanics  of  the  typical  dwelling 
unit  to  the  level  of  complete  autonomy. 
Every  process  will  be  recyclical  using 
equipment  contained  within  the  dwelling 
itself  Long  lived  fuel  cells,  miniture  react- 
ors, and  solar  batteries  will  power  the 
household  equipment  Water  used  will  be 
recycled  and  filtered  after  each  use  for 
further  consumption.  Communications  will 
be  completely  wireless,  and  potentially 
worldwide.
